This 
new drive by the Peking 
Government is oan |m- 
portant milestone in 
the history of  Chivese 
Communism because up wo 
a ttle while age, Com- 
munist = propaganda — had 
claimed that) the course’ 
which the Chinese revolu- 
tion was to take would 
definitely be different from 
that of the Russian revolu- 
tion. [t had been said 
that the Communists in 
China would be willing to 
tolerate other classes such 
as the so-called “National 
Bourgevisie’”, Similarly 
the Chinese Communists 
were represented as genuine 
agrarian Democrats; they 
would redress grievances of 
the peasants and having 
done that, would leave 
them free. It was these 
betefs about Chinese Com- 
munism which led = many 
people to leok-indulgently 
upon it. Recent events 
bring this line of pro- 
poganda entirely to an 
end. What precisely has 
happened in the last few 
months? What are the con- 
crete steps tuken by the 
Chinese Government — to 
give effect to their new 
intentions? 
HE new stage began with 
a State Administrative 
Council decree passed on 
November 19 last year 
which, summed up by the 
official Chinese News 
Agency, said that it “prohl- 
bited = private merchants 
from purchasing and trading 
in grain.’ They might in 
future opernte as ogents 
for State trading organisa- 
tions, but it was emphasised 
that this would be tem- 
porary. Huge State con- 
cerns were to have a 
monopoly of all procure- 
‘ment and sale of grain 
throughout the country. 
The decreo thus eliminates 
free market in food, It also 
puts all food processing 
factories and mills under 
State control. Not only is 
food trade taken over, but 
new decrees, promulgated 
in March, brought most of 
thea other important pro- 
ducts of agriculture into 
the same monopoly, Tea, 
cotton, jute, flax, silk, wool 
and groundnuta were all 
Included. The impression 
at firat glance might be 
that these decrees would 
affect mainly businessmen, 
but the Poking Government 
is quite open in declaring 
that its purpose gocs far 
beyond that, It is interested 
“not ohly in. liquidating ‘the 
“busincas class” but  slso 
wants to gain an effective 
and fina) control over the 
peasantry.’ Special courts 
have becn set up to imple- 
ment tho “policy of, restri 
tion of capitalfst commerce.” 
Exactly what these now 
devices ara ss not clear but 
the

RUSSIAN ESCORTS FOUND 
CARRYING REVOLVERS 


Mrs Evokiya Petrov, Soviet refug 


Darwin, Apr. 20.

today accepted political asylum in Australia a short time before 
she was due to take off by plane for Moscow, it was officially 


announced. 


Mrs Petrov made her decision 


soon after

telephone to her husband, Vladimir Petrov, head of the Soviet 
Embassy's secret police.in Sydney, who was granted asylum 


last week, 


She left Darwin airport, where she had arrived from 
Sydney two hours earlier, by car for Government House in 


Darwin city. 


Mrs Petrov, 35, an attractive blonde, had flown to Darwih from 


Sydney last night. 


There were wild scenes at the Sydney airport as she 


left, and she was reported to have protested “I don’t want to go — save

me, 


She was bundled aboard the aircraft by two Russian couriers. 

Mr F. V. Kislitsin, Second Secretary at the Soviet Embassy. in 
Canberra, who was accompanying Mrs Petrov in the plane, appeared very 
angry when he heard of her decision to seek Australian asylum. 


He shouted:

Mra Petrov mode her decision 
after a second talk with Mr R. 
Leydin, Administrator of the 
Northern Territory, who met 
her as soon as she stepped {rom 
the plane as It landed from 

dney.

Tho two Russian couriers 
were searched by police and 32

Mr Leydin ts believed to 
havo offered Mrs Petrov poll- 
tical asylum on behalf of the 
Australian Government.

tested to Mr Leydin over the 
searching of the two couriers. 

Mr Kislitsin told reporters: 
*“I am astonished at the action 
of the Australian authorities.

Half an hour before Mrs 
Petrov's plane arrived Ur 
Leydin, security officers, senior 
police officers and a Common- 
woalth law officer held a con- 
ference at the airport. 

Armed police guarded cn- 
trances to the acrodrome refus- 
ing permission to enter to un- 
authorised persons. 

Immediately the plane taxied 
to ao standstill Mr  Leydin, 
accompanied by several plain 
clothed and uniformed police, 
went to the bottom of the 
gangway. When Mrs Petrov 
came down Mr Leydin ap- 
proached her and one of the 
Russian courler escorts tried to 
intervene. 


Phone Talk With 


Watchers at the airport saw 
that when Mr Leydin approach- 
ed and asked a question Mra 
Petrov looked straight ahead 
and shook her head negatively. 


After her talk with Mr 
Leydin she walked away and 
returned to the couriers. She 
was weeping intermittently but 
did not appear very distressed. 


On the plane she had o gloss 
of beer and a cup of tea and 
tried} to sleep. But she war 
airaick. ‘ 


The Russians refused to leave 
the airport and remained there 
while the other passengers went 
to the rest house for the sche~ 
duled two-hour halt in Darwin, 

A quarter of an hour before 
the plane was due to Icave Mr 
Leydin arranged for Mrs Petrov 
to speai with her husband by 
telephone, 

She spoke in. Russian for 
about three minutes while the 
two couriers and Mr Kisiltsin 
Ustened to her. 


Finally, according to a local 
man who understands a little 
Russlan, Mrs Petrov sald: “No. 
Goosbye" and hung up. 

At the last minute whea 
other passengers were arriving 
at the airport to rejoin the 
plane, Mrs Petrov said she 
would speak to Mr Leydin 
again, 


She went (into: the airport 
oMce while Mr Kislitsin stood 
vsurtside, A few minutes Inter 
Mrs Petrov moved out of the 
oMicc with Mr Leydin and was 
escorted immediately to a car 
driven by the Superintendent of 
Police,-Mr W. C. Littlejohn. 


After_ the announcement of 
Mrs Petrov's decision, Mr 
Kisitsin asked for time to tets- 
phone his Embassy in Canberra. 

The plane was held while he 
4elephoned, He apparently op~ 
tained a decision from the Soviet 
Embassy because It was later 
learned that alt three Russians 
would continue their journey.

Mr Casey said Australia was 
particularly interested in the 
two questions to be discussed 
ut Geneva, adding that Korca 
and Indo-Chinu = were the 
“hinges” of Asia. 

In hina was the more de- 
licato matter by reason of the 
current fighting and the pos- 
sibility of it spreading, he said. 

Ho said an armistice would 
mean an almost  fminediate 
handing over of Indo-China to 
the Communists.

Bul Dun & Bradstreet, Inc. 
acturding to its preliminars 
“flash” report, estimated that 
the Easter buying volume— 
generally two-three wecks prior 
to Easter—will probably not 
attain the all-time peak reached 
in 1953. The decline from last 
year's volume would probably 
be small, The Agency sald 
public buying had been spirited, 
with interest whetted whenever 
merchants offered — substantlal 
price reductions. Many mer- 
chants were not as disappointed 
as they had anticipated carller 
in the season. 

While the complete figures 
have not been complled as yct, 
major department stores 
throughout America, have been 
enjoying a sales boom unseen 
for over six weeks. Last week, 
for instance, some cities, notably 
New York and Philadelphia, 
were selling at-a rate calculated 
to equal and possibly top last 
year's Eastern business. 

“BUMP ALONG” 

But meanwhile Government 
economists reported that the 
overall business outlook is en- 
couraging. They did not say 
that the economic decline has 
ended. They generally expected 
‘business to “bump along” 
around present levels — with 
some minor .ups and downs in 
various flelds—for a few 
months and then turn upward. 

Presidént Eisenhower's 
economic experts are encour- 
aged that economic signs are 
mixed—some favourable and 
some unfavoursble.

About 70 por cont of those 
cunvassed felt the down-trend 
was levelling off. Nearly 25 
per cent said they saw no signs 
ef this yet, while the other five 
per cent felt the cconomy was 
already moving higher. 

Even though there Is no 
shortage of money and) cradit

‘tinued easier lending policies 


and lower interest rates. The 
Federal -Reserve Bank in Chi- 
cago took the initiative this 
week by lowering its redis- 
count rate from its recently 
established 1% per cent to 1% 
per cent.
